High  Holy  Days  Preparations 
During  Month  of  Elul 

This  year  the  Hebrew  month  of  Elul  cor¬ 
responds  to  the  month  of  September  and  it 
is  during  Elul  that  the  sound  of  the  shofar  is 
heard  daily  in  the  synagogue,  signalling  the 
approach  of  the  High  Holy  Day  season. 

Also,  it  is  a  tradition  during  the  month  of 
Elul  for  Jews  to  have  their  tefillin  and 
mezuzot  checked  by  a  scribe.  Because  the 
text  included  in  the  tefillin  and  mezuzot  is 
handwritten  on  parchment,  after  a  while 
the  parchment  becomes  worn  and  the  letters 
may  become  illegible.  If  you  would  like  to 
''ave  your  tefillin  and  mezuzot  checked,

Memorial  Gift  For  Parish  House  Fund 
Established  To  Honor 
Evelyn  and  Joseph  I.  Lubin 

Martin  J.  Milston,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  announces  a  major  gift  for  the  Parish  House 
Fund  arranged  by  Barbara  Goldsmith  Perry  and  Frank  Perry  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Perry’s 
parents,  Evelyn  and  Joseph  I.  Lubin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lubin  were  long  time  members  and 
leaders  of  the  Synagogue  and  Mr.  Lubin  served  as  a  Trustee  for  many  years. 

The  Memorial  is  designed  to  encourage  the  development  of  a  Parish  House  Fund  which 
will  defray  costs  incurred  by  the  Synagogue  for  housing  members  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Synagogue,  retired  clergy  and  for  the  surviving  spouse  of  any  such  person. 

The  Parish  House  Fund  was  launched  last  year  by  gifts  from  a  number  of  members  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  sharply  increased  cost  of  housing  on  the  upper  East  Side  and  the  fear  that  such 
costs  might  make  it  difficult  to  recruit  and  retain  spiritual  leaders  for  the  Synagogue  and  pro¬ 
vide  for  their  families. 

“We  are  delighted  with  this  generous  gift  for  the  Evelyn  and  Joseph  I.  Lubin  Parish 
House  Memorial  Fund,”  Mr.  Milston  said. 

“The  creation  of  the  Memorial  Fund  will  lighten  the  burden  on  the  Synagogue  budget 
and  give  us  the  flexibility  to  deal  with  housing  needs  as  they  arise.  The  conversion  of  rental 
housing  to  cooperatives  in  our  area  requires  the  availability  of  funds  to  assure  our  staff  of  a 
place  in  which  to  live  and  to  provide  for  them  upon  retirement.  Because  of  the  necessity  of  liv¬ 
ing  within  walking  distance  of  the  Synagogue,  our  personnel  have  a  limited  choice  in  this  high

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From  Spectator  to  Participant 

The  days  of  August  are  hot,  hazy, 
humid.  It  seems  as  though  they  will  never 
end.  But  end  they  do,  and  sooner  than  we 
think.  And  when  they  end,  we  face  not  only 
a  new  season  and  a  new  year,  but  we  are 
cast  in  a  different  role.  This  has  been  a 
spectator  summer.  We  have  been  witnesses 
to  events  run  by  others.  First  the  political 
conventions  with  their  speeches,  their 
showmanship,  their  hoopla.  Then,  the 
Olympics.  We  sat  and  marveled  at  the  beau¬ 
ty  and  dexterity  of  the  gymnasts,  the  speed 
of  the  racers,  and  the  grace  of  the  divers.  At 
all  these  events  nothing  was  required  of  us, 
nothing  asked,  nothing  demanded.  We 
were  the  great  watching  audience,  receiving 
and  absorbing  impressions  and  storing 
them  in  our  minds. 

Now  the  High  Holy  Days  loom  on  the 
horizon.  The  synagogue  will  be  decorated, 
festive  yet  solemn.  In  a  sense  a  performance 
is  being  prepared  by  the  producers.  The 
great  difference  is  that  we  do  not  enter  the 
synagogue  as  spectators  to  watch  and  listen. 
We  come  to  participate  in  a  great  and  mov¬ 
ing  religious  experience.  And  the  strange 
thing  is  that  whether  it  will  be  great  and 
moving  will  depend  chiefly  upon  us.  We 
must  open  our  hearts  to  prayer,  to  listen  to 
our  own  inner  voices.  We  are  not  there  to 
receive  impressions.  We  are  there  to  feel  the 
awe  of  these  days,  to  sense  their  mystery 
and  to  let  them  enter  our  beings  and  change 
our  lives  for  the  better.  We  are  there  to 
pray,  not  to  listen  to  prayers.  We  are  there 
to  sing,  not  to  hear  the  beautiful  music.  We 
are  there  to  think,  not  to  listen  to  another’s 
thoughts.  This  is  the  kind  of  a  happening  in 
which  there  is  neither  stage  nor  audience. 
This  is  a  congregation  of  Jews  who  are 
bound  together  in  a  thousand  ways  -  by 
history,  by  tradition,  by  common  memory 
and  common  hope,  and  by  friendship  -  who 
gather  together  and  ask  God  for  wisdom
